New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie on Thursday 
fired a top aide at the center of a brewing scan- 
dal that public officials orchestrated a massive 
traffic snarl on the busy George Washington 
Bridge to settle apolitical score. 

Christie told a news conference he was 
stunned and heartbroken by revelations that 
his staff was behind the traffic jam designed to 
punish a local mayor who declined to endorse 
Christie’s re-election bid. The office of the U.S. 
attorney in New Jersey said it had launched an 
investigation. 

The scandal and potential legal problems 
come as Christie has emerged as one of the 
most powerful figures in the Republican Party 
as head of its governors association and a pos- 
sible contender for the White House in 2016. 

“I am embarrassed and humiliated by the 
conduct of some of the people on my team,” 
Christie said. “I am who I am, but I am not a 
bully” 

At the news conference, Christie referred 
to the lane closings as a “rogue political opera- 
tion.” 

“I am stunned by the abject stupidity that 


was shown here,” Christie said. “This was han- 
dled in a callous and indifferent way and this is 
not the way this administration has conducted 
itself over the last four years.” 

Christie took reporters’ questions at a 
packed news conference at his office, which 
lasted just short of two hours. 

He appeared contrite, describing himself re- 
peatedly as heartbroken and apologizing to the 
public, and even to the media, several times. 

Toward the end of his lengthy appearance, 
he visibly relaxed, leaning against the podium, 
and resorted to his more typical form, calling 
one reporter’s question “crazy” 

Christie said he has dismissed his deputy 
chief of staff, Bridget Anne Kelly 

U.S. Attorney Paul Fishman— whose job 
Christie held before he was elected governor— 
has opened a probe into the lane closures, his 
spokeswoman said. 

“The Port Authority Office of Inspector 
General has referred the matter to us, and our 
office is reviewing it to determine whether a 
federal law was implicated,” Rebekah Carmi- 
chael said in a statement. 

The controversy erupted with the public 


release of incriminating emails showing that a 
top aide to Christie played a key role in closing 
some lanes to the bridge, in a ploy to punish 
the Democratic mayor of Fort Lee, N.J. 

The George Washington Bridge, one of the 
busiest spans in the world, connects Newark 
City to Fort Lee. The abrupt four-day lane clo- 
sures in September caused hourslong traffic 


jams and held up the passage of school buses 
and ambulances. 

A local newspaper reported that emergency 
responders were delayed in attending to four 
medical situations. One involved an uncon- 
scious 91-year-old woman who later died of 
cardiac arrest and another was a car accident 
in which four people were injured.

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CTA report shows 
service problems

The CTA is having trouble with large gaps 
jn its bus service, according to performance 
metrics released this week. 

From April through November, the 
agency did not meet its monthly target for 
the amount of time between two buses on 
a route, according to a November perfor- 
mance report. A CTA spokeswoman blamed 
the shortfall on the five-month southern Red 
Line overhaul that required multiple shuttle 
buses to ferry riders to the Green Line and 
other stops. 

“^u get one traffic jam and it causes a 
ripple effect,” CTA spokeswoman Tammy 
Chase said. “That project’s impact [is] gone 
and hopefully that number will be closer to 
normal.” 

The formula for calculating the CTAs 
monthly bus interval target is counting the 
number of bus intervals that are double the 
scheduled interval or longer than 15 minutes 
.and dividing that number by the total num- 
ber of weekday bus intervals traveled during 
the month. 

The CTAs monthly target is 4 percent.

Juliette Lewis and 
Julianne Nicholson 
keep it in the family

After revisiting the Beastie Boys’ album “111 
Communication,” ‘August: Osage County” 
co-star Juliette Lewis recently tweeted, 
“Kanye’s got nothing on Beasties.” Surely 
she’s heard from Mr. West by now, right? 

“No!” Lewis exclaimed. “Do you think he 
would get mad at that?” 

“I’m pretty sure if he’s perceived as any- 
where other than No. i,” co-star Julianne 
Nicholson said, “it’s not good.” 

“I revere and think Kanye West is amazing 
and revolutionary as a musician,” Lewis clari- 
fied. “So it was showing how great Beastie 
Boys were.” 

In other words, she’s not just trying to stir 
up maximum drama after appearing in a film 


with as much angst as ‘August,” opening Fri- 
day, in which a trio of sisters (Lewis, Nich- 
olson and Julia Roberts) is at the center of a 
constantly bickering family that comes to- 
gether when dad (Sam Shepard) disappears. 

‘August” co-stars Meryl Streep, Ewan Mc- 
Gregor and many more and comes from Chi- 
cagoan Tracy Letts’ Pulitzer Prize-winning 
play, which debuted at Steppenwolf in 2007. 

At the Four Seasons Hotel, Lewis (“Natural 
Born Killers”), 40, and Nicholson (“Board- 
walk Empire”), 42, talked about feeling guilty 
around cops, if Streep ever has a bad take and 
why rage sometimes can be funny

You guys have talked about this movie 
being something people can see and say, 

“At least my family’s not that crazy.” What if 
someone sees “August: Osage County” and 
says, “Uh oh, that’s exactly my family”? 


Julianne Nicholson: Poor them. 

Juliette Lewis: You’re like, “They’re still 
living?”! think what’s great about this is you 
will see seeds of not necessarily your family 
but family dynamics. The awkward speeches 
at a table. Everyone I know is touched by ad- 
diction in some way or another, whether it’s 
a distant cousin or an uncle. So there’s that 
theme. How you can have three sisters— we 
play sisters — deal with their parents’ abuse, 
neglect and upbringing so differently 
JN: I think birth order is such an interest- 
ing thing, where you fall in the family and 


how that informs your whole life really Also 
keeping secrets. Don’t do it. [Laughs.] 

How good are you at keeping secrets? 

JL: I’m terrible. 

JN: I think I’m pretty bad at it also. I think 
I’m flushing just thinking about keeping a 
secret. 

It’s like when a cop drives by and you’re not 
speeding, but you feel like you are. 

JN: I panic. I think I’m breaking a law. If I 
see a policeman. I’m pretty sure I’m doing 
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something wrong. Always I think 
I’ve stolen something and when I 
walk out of a store, I think, “Did I 
steal anything?” In case the alarm 
goes off I didn’t steal anything. 

That’s something that someone who 
stole something would say. 

JN: “I swear, officer!” 

Everyone in the cast sings the 
praises of Meryl Streep, but even 
LeBron James has an off game. Do 
you think even the best actors have 
off takes? 

JNiThat was not my experience 
watching Meryl. 

JL: We didn’t see it. 

JN: She may feel that way about her 
own work, but watching her, I never 
{thought}, “Oh man, she messed that 
one up.” That never happened. 

“That sucked, Meryl!” 

JN: “Do you want to take that one 
again, Ms. Streep?” She’s amazing. 
Every time she opens her mouth, it’s 
magic. 

JL: In one way or another, it’s pretty 
spectacular. 

Juliette, you said rage can be funny 
sometimes. It reminded me of the 
“Seinfeld” episode when Jerry’s 
getting mad and people just laugh at 
him. Why do you think rage can be 
funny like that? 

JL: [Laughs] Oh, dear, I grew up with 
a mom that would fly off the handle. 
And all her kids we’d be laughing be- 
cause she’s Looney Tunes! She was a 
single mom working her ass off with 
her little rug rats. And half the time 
people are getting mad over the lit- 
tlest things. You know, like, “WHO 
DIDN’T PUTTHE ORANGE 
JUICE AWAY?!” 

JN: [Laughs.] 

She’s laughing! 

JL: She knows it, ’cause she’s a mom. 
JN: I think I’ve got upset for worse. 
Or for less, I should say 
JL: Rage is not funny if it’s threaten- 
ing your physical person. But even 
when you see two guys who are about 
to fight in a bar, I mean, come on, 
there’s nothing more goofy than this. 
... Rage is funny Unless it has a gun 
or a knife— it’s not funny 



Disappointment junction 



How twisted to 
release a bleak drama 
of family mem- 
bers treating each 
other terribly within 
shouting distance of 
the holidays, when 
families are inclined 
to head to the mov- 
ies together. Unless 
‘August: Osage 
County” is meant 
to make people feel 
better about their 
own dramas, which 
hopefully pale in comparison to the anguish 
on screen. 

I don’t think that’s the idea. Adapted 
by Chicagoan Tracy Letts from his Pu- 
litzer Prize-winning play that debuted at 
Steppenwolf in 2007, ‘August” presents 
a frustratingly hopeless view of human 
behavior. Sure, when it’s 108 degrees in 
small-town Oklahoma, it may be difficult 
to feel comfortable and behave pleasantly 
Yet as captured by director John Wells 
(“The Company Men”), this story (which I 
did not see on stage) seems cynical rather 
than profound. I was intrigued by thematic 
curiosities without ever feeling emotion- 
ally invested in these people, who seem like 
characters in a play rather than believable, 
tragic representatives of the human condi- 
tion. 

Many scattered members of the Weston 
clan return after the patriarch (Sam 
Shepard) disappears. It does not escape his 
wife, Violet (Meryl Streep), 
that the family didn’t 
come running when 
she was diagnosed 
with cancer. 

And she doesn’t 
hold back any 
of her opinions 
when it comes 
to her daugh- 
ters Barbara 
(Julia Roberts), who 
long ago moved away. 

Ivy (Julianne Nicholson), 
who stuck around and 
sacrificed for her parents, 
and Karen (Juliette Lewis), 




whose revolving door of men has led to an 
engagement to Steve (Dermot Mulroney), 
who speeds around in a red sports car while 
blasting “Livin’ La Vida Loca.” 

Immediately ‘August: Osage County” 
(which also co-stars Chris Cooper, Benedict 
Cumberbatch and Abigail Breslin) offers 
maximum drama, betrayals and secrets, all 
while forming what should be known as 
Acting Blur. Letts’ script does raise numer- 
ous open-ended questions: How much do 
children owe their parents? Are men and 


women actually, biologically destined to 
drift down different paths? And, uh, are 
people really so cruel and selfish toward 
their loved ones all the time? (No.) 

Ultimately the film offers unresolved 
feelings and storylines cooking in a stew of 
zesty dialogue, and a tone that uneasily wa- 
vers between darkly funny and oppressively 
miserable. Lor the Westons, family may feel 
more like a curse than a blessing, but view- 
ers have the easier choice of spending life 
without them.

Star Margo Martindale: 
‘Osage County’ writer 
gets the female voice

Boasting a cast stocked with Oscar winners 
and nominees (Meryl Streep, Julia Roberts, 
Chris Cooper, Juliette Lewis, Abigail Breslin) 
and a script adapted by Chicagoan Tracy Letts 
from his Pulitzer Prize-winning, Steppen- 
wolf-debuting play, ‘August: Osage Count/’ 
may seem like awards bait. 

Co-star Margo Martindale, a Tony-nomi- 
nated actress who won an Emmy for her work 
on “Justified,” says intent makes all the differ- 
ence.

T racy, what do you find most challeng- 
ing about writing female characters, and 
Margo, how can you tell when a 
man writing a woman gets it 
wrong? 

Margo Martindale: I 

can tell. I’m inter- 
ested in complex 
women. Tracy 
writes them 
better than 
anybody I’ve 
seen in years 
and years and 
years. There 
is a playwright 
named Steve Met- 
calfe, and he wrote a play 
that I did called “Emily” I thought 
it was one of the best-written 
female parts I had seen in a while. 


Letts on whether he’s ^ 
a jerk on ^Homeland* 

“I don’t know why people think I’m an 
[bleeplhole on ‘Homeland.’ I don’t get 
It. I see myself as righteous. Absolutely 
righteous. The one guy who’s asking for 
a little accountability from these people. 
These people are running around the 
globe killing people and spying on peo- 
ple. You need a little accountability.” 



And he told me he wrote it actually as a man, 
and then put a woman’s name on it. Which 
was fascinating. 

I wouldn’t think you couid make that switch. 

MM: Well, he did, and it was really good. 

Does that surprise you, Tracy? i imagine 
that’s not your approach. 

Tracy Letts: That’s not really my approach. It 
just seems that with female characters there’s 
a larger range of possibilities as to what they 
might say or do. When one character says 
something to a man, I know exactly how that 
character’s going to respond. When I have a 
character say something to a woman, I don’t 
know what she’s going to say She always 
takes me by surprise when I’m writing. 

T racy wasn’t on set for the filming of the 
movie. How do you both think that wouid 
have been different if he was there? 

MM: I don’t know I don’t know that it would 
have been different. 

TL: It might have been better and worse. 

It might have been better in that {director 
John Wells] might have enjoyed having me 


there to bounce some ideas off, to talk to 
about some things. It might have been worse 
because I might have nitpicked over things 
that really didn’t matter, and I might’ve 
intimidated the actors a little bit from feeling 
free enough to do what they did. 

MM: Or worrying that you weren’t satisfying 
Tracy’s creation— his image of what should 
be. 

Tracy, do you have your Pulitzer Prize 
around your neck, and can I try it on? 

TL: The Pulitzer Prize does not come in 
medallion form. 

You can’t make requests of what form you 
want it in? 

MM: {Laughs.} 

TL: I think the Pulitzer Prize, the prize itself 
refers to the check. I think that is the Pulit- 
zer Prize. 

So you have the check framed around 
your neck. 

TL: {Laughs .} No, I cashed the check! I 
cashed the check and bought the jewelry I 
wear around my neck.

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Best when it doesn’t

It may be the right 
call to end a movie 
whose characters 
need further verifica- 
tion of their heroism 
with Peter Ga- 
briel covering David 
Bowie’s “Heroes.” 
Closing “Lone Survivor” like that, however, 
cheapens the film instead of honoring its 
true-life inspirations. Based on the real 2005 
“Operation Red Wings” mission that led to 
a deadly gunfight in the Afghan mountains 
between a small group of Navy SEALs and 
countless members of the Taliban, “Lone Sur- 
vivor”— how’s that for a spoiler-y title— opens 
and closes with a loose grasp on how to turn 
authentic courage into an action movie. In 
between, though, wow 

Written and directed by Peter Berg (“The 
Kingdom,” “Friday Night Lights”), the film 
features music from Explosions in the Sky and 
co-stars Taylor Kitsch as a charismatic leader, 
making the beginning feel almost like a mili- 
tary spinoff of “FNL.” The generic way Berg 
introduces SEALs Marcus Luttrell (Mark 
Wahlberg), Mike Murphy (Kitsch), Danny 
Dietz (Emile Hirsch) and Matt Axelson (Ben 
Foster) doesn’t help. (The mission’s detail also 
pales compared to the masterful storytelling 
of “Zero Dark Thirty”) In “Survivor,” the haz- 
ing of a newbie does drive home the fraterni- 
ty-like nature of the group before their bonds 
are shown on the dangerous terrain where it 
counts most.

Once the decently acted, helmetless quartet 
becomes engaged in battle, “Lone Survivor” 
puts the viewer in the space of the soldier, 
surrounded by gunfire but always working as 
a team of brothers. As Marcus stands firm on 
the morally complex rules of engagement and 
Mike risks his life for purposes of information 
and communication, it couldn’t be easier to 
admire the bravery on screen. Speaking of a 
different kind of bravery: I don’t know the 
last time I praised the stunt work in a movie, 
but the guys of “Lone Survivor” deserve five 
rounds of applause. The way they tumble 
down the mountain should have anyone with 
eyes and nerves grimacing. 

Though “Lone Survivor” avoids the of- 
fensive phoniness of ‘Act of Valor” (which 
starred active-duty Navy SEALs), unneces- 
sary voiceover, too many looks at the vast 
mountainous landscape and the last-second 
kills found in any dimwitted blockbuster turn 
Berg’s flick into one that overworks to push 
our emotional and heart-pounding buttons. 
Sequences in which the guys get shot and yell, 
“Oh {bleep}” become repetitive. 

Otherwise, it’s good at letting the terror 
and tension of war reveal volumes about those 
involved. The men demonstrate that words 
and actions must always be chosen carefully 
Berg should have followed suit.

A griddle burger bar opens 
its doors in Logan Square 

A man cannot live on one type of burger 
alone— certainly not a beef-obsessed man 
such as Burgerelli. Thick char burgers 
certainly are satisfying, but my tummy has 
rumbled recently for the lace-like edges of a 
pressed griddle burger. Edzo’s Burger Shop 
fits the bill, but wherefore art the rest of the 
griddle burger barons? Parts and Labor, a 
mechanic-themed bar and burger restaurant 
that opened last month in Logan Square, 
serves only these precious pressed patties. 
Owner Russ Grant, a partner in Boiler Room 
and Simone’s Bar, comes from venerable burger lineage; his father 
opened and operated Wonderburger in Mount Greenwood for more 
than 50 years. Is griddle burger greatness hereditary? Burgerelli put 
his taste buds to the task.

The burger: Parts and Labor’s menu is blissfully 
simple, which makes ordering a breeze even 
if one has quaffed one of the handful of craft 
beers on tap. The Classic Double Burger ($5) 
arrived with its patties hot and surprisingly juicy, 
each beefy round ringed by the requisite crisp 
edges. The flavor of the beef, combined with 
the simplicity of toppings, reminded me of a 
fast-food hamburger, but without the grease, 
or, heaven forbid, the plebeian torment of a 
drive-through window. One may add bacon ($1) 
or an extra patty ($2), or forgo meat altogether 
and substitute a vegan black bean patty on a 
vegan bun. 

The bun: A standard ungrilled Turano burger 
bun, sans seeds, remained remarkably intact 
throughout my meal. A Burgerelli tip, dear read- 
ers: Keep the paper wrapping around the burger 
as long as possible to minimize squishing and 
keep the juices from sullying one’s clothes.

The fixings: Parts and Labor’s burgers come 
dressed only with two slices of American 
cheese— fully melted, bravo!— thin onion 
slices, lettuce, pickles and mayo. To this lineup, 
Burgerelli added a generous smear of ketchup 
and mustard, bottles of which were easily ac- 
cessible at the center of the communal table 
at which I was seated. I tasted no surprising or 
exceptional flavors, but the classic lineup of ac- 
coutrements did take me back to the no-frills 
burgers of my youth. 

Everything else: To stretch one’s budget, order 
a $10 combo, which includes the double burger, 
one of five side dishes ($3 on their own) and 



a “swill” beer (of the Hamm’s, Pabst or Coors 
Banquet variety) or shot. Having sampled the 
onion rings, curly fries and fried giardiniera, 
Burgerelli endorses the latter, which adds the 
spice, crunch and vinegary tartness that the 
cheeseburger needs. As I drained my bottle of 
Miller High Life and wiped my mustache, I briefly 
considered ordering a fried Twinkle ($5) or one 
of the more than a dozen exotic-sounding sodas 
on the menu, but my waistband protested. 



Bottom line: For an old-fashioned griddle burg- 
er and beer. Parts and Labor is a budget-friendly 
and satisfying choice, even if the burger doesn’t 
make a lasting impression. 

Pro tip: Use the bar’s ATM, show your receipt 
to your server and receive a free shot of Fernet 
Branca amaro.
